Another Long Death Roll Sent 
in From New York. 



COOLER WEATHER IS PROMISED. 



Continuation of the Torrid Wave Tetter- 
day Caused a Vast Number of Fatalities 
and Prostration*— Dead Horses Lying In 
the Streets of Chicago Can Not lie Cart- 
ed Away. 

Washington, Aug. 12.— Tho weather 
bureau last night held out moderate re- 
lief for the east and central states with- 
in the next 2 l hours. It was with some 
pride that Major Dunwoody last night 
referred to the area of high barometer 
which he sighted off the Rockies la 
northern Montana. The low area, then 
central over tho Mississippi valley, 
moved to the northeast and last night 
was bound out to sea over the St. Law- 
rence valley, dragging the high in its 
wake. 

With the high came tho fall of tem- 
perature which panting humanity has 
been waiting for so impatiently for 10 
days or more. Montana, Colorado, 
Iowa, Kansas and Nebraska felt its cool 
breath and enjoyed a fall of tempera- 
ture of from 10 to 15 degrees. It trav- 
eled about 500 miles in the 24 hours. 
Major Dunwoody say* it will move 
eastward at a little moro rapid pace dur- 
ing the next 24 hours and bo central 
over tho Ohio valley and the lower lake 
region tonight reaching the Atlantic 
coast by Thursday morning. 

The government weather sharp has it 
understood that this is not a cold wave, 
but merely a relief from the excessive 
and almost unprecedented hot spell. 
While he makes no definite predictions 
he ventures a statement that a storm 
from the West Indies usually comes 
sweeping up the coast about this time 
and it is betraying no confidence to say 
that he would not be surprised to see 
one come rushing along within the next 
four or five days. 

If such a storm should come it would 
cool things east of the Alleghenies mid 
affect the atmosphere generally H00 
miles into tho interior. There hasn't 
been a revolution of the wind east of 
the rnounta|us in 10 days. The vane 
has shifted from west to south. All to- 
gether this protracted hot spoil can be 
classed as remarkable. The high tem- 
perature in the prarie country has lasted 
20 days, in the western gulf states a 
fortnight and on the Atlantic seaboard 
a week. 

The highest temperatures yesterday 
were at Philadelphia, 08; New York and 
Albany, 94; Washington, 04; Mont- 

Eomery, Ala., 98; Abilene, Tex., 96; St. 
ouis, 96; Chicago, 94. Along tho Pa- 
cific coast tho mercury ranged from 60 
to 70, but at some points like Roseberry, 
30 miles back from San Francisco, the 
thermometer registered 100. 

LONG LIST OF DEAD. 



Day of Fatalities and 
Suffering So Far Recorded. 

New York. Aug. 12.— Another day 
of fearful heat which is oppressing this 
section has added a page of fatalities 
and suffering more remarkable than its 
predecessors. In New York city, in 
Brooklyn and all the adjacent towns 
aud throughout the states of New York 
and New Jersey the day's reports of 
deaths and prostrations overshadow the 
record of any other day in many years. 
In this city alone the death list for 24 
hours up to midnight, contains more 
than 100 names, Brooklyn adds about 
20 to the list and the heat victims in 
suburban towns brings the total up to 
160. 

Men and women walking along the 
streets have dropped in their tracks and 
died before physicians could be sum- 
moned and horses have died as though 
stricken by a plague. 

Many factories have been closed and 
out door workers have been compelled 
to drop their tools aud find shelter dur- 
ing the hours when the sun was at its 
height. Particularly among policemen 
and letter carriers has the suffering 
been intense and many have been com- 
pelled to stop work from both forces. 

Along the business streets men have 
walked with umbrellas over their heads, 
with couts on their arms and fans in 
their hand. The hospitals of this city 
are crowded to their full capacity, while 
the doctors and nurses have been kept 
at work night and day until many of 
them have succumbed to the strain. 

The department of public works has 
come to the relief of the tenement house 
districts and forces of men with hose 
carts are patrolling the streets of these 
sections and flooding them with water 
from the corner hydrants. Men, 
women and children rush in groups 
under the hose and night scenes among 
the tenements as the relief parties make 
their rounds are unprecedented. Unless 
tonight brings relief many prostrations 
are looked for in the Madison Square 
Garden meeting and preparations are 
being mado for a special forco of medical 
wen and for special ambulances. 

The thermometer has for the past six 
nights fallen but a few degrees from the 
limits registered during the hottest part 
of the day. The heat on Monday night 
held almost stationary at 81 degrees un- 
til 4 o'clock on Tuesday morning, and 
as tho sun began to ascend, the ther- 
mometer did likewise until all previous 
records for Aug. 11 were broken. The 
highest previous record for Aug. 1 1 was 
93 degrees in 1801 and 02 degrees in 
1892, while yesterday it registered up on 
the top of the Manhattan life insurance 
building, where the weather bureau is 
situated, 93.6 degrees and the humidity, 
which is far worse than the boiling sun, 
stood at 70, and down on the streets it 
was act less than. 6 deereea warmer.

CHICAG O RE LIEVED. 

Hleised Hreese Strikes the Windy City 
That May He Permanent. 

Chicaoo, Aug. 13.— A good breeze 
tempered tho heat to the suffering peo- 
ple of this city yesterday although the 
thermometer registered 02, being only 
one degree lower than tho day before. 
The deadly effects of the high tempera- 
ture, however, continued 1 and 30 fatal 
cases of sunstroke were already report- 
ed at midnight with the list still incom- 
plete. About 50 cases of prostrations, 
more or less serious, have also occured. 
A shower at 7 o'clock sensibly cooled off 
the atmosphere, but only for a short 
time. The weather man promises 
cooler weather today and probably a 
permanent change. 

The number of persons driven insane 
by the heat will probably never be 
known but its effects in that direction 
may be estimated from tho fact that 
during tho week 28 persons have been 
locked up in the Detention hospital, all 
of whom hod been driven crazy by the 
heat. 

There are about 800 dead horses still 
unrenioved on the streets, the city being 
unable to 6ecure sufficient assistance to 
cart as many away as daily succumb to 
the heat. The mayor has issued an 
order guaranteeing |10 to anyone who 
will remove on e of the ca davers. 

At OuuUer City. 

Philadelphia, Aug. 12. — The awful 
heat continued yesterday. At 8 o'clock 
tho weather bureau thermometer regis- 
tered 84 degrees and at noon the mer- 
cury had climbed up to 05 1-3. No air 
was stirring and tno streets were al- 
most deserted. At 3 o'clock tho maxi- 
mum was reached with 08 degrees. The 
heat was not so intense on account of 
the humidity being much lower, rang- 
ing from 60 to 65. Up to midnight 
seven deaths and 40 prostrations were 
reported. 



Ex-Secretary Thompson Stricken. 

Tehre Haute, Ind., Aug. 12.— The 
heat yesterday prostrated many per- 
sons, among them Colonel Dick Thomp- 
son, now 84 years old. He was sitting 
in his yard playing with his nephews 
and nieces, when suddenly heat over- 
came him and he became unconscious, 
remaining so nearly all day. Physi- 
cians, after repeated applications of cold 
water compreesei, reduced his pulse 
from 104 degrees. He is very weak, but 
mentally bright.

Will Ask the Populists to Fuso 
on the Whole Ticket. 

TWO STATE OFFICES OFFERED. 



Meeting; of the State Central Committee 
Yesterday- Klff Flour Failure at Hamil- 
ton Neat Check Handed in by the Teuu- 
sylvania ltailroad Company — Judge 
Swing Head-Other State News. 

Columbus, O., Aug. 12.— The Demo- 
cratic state central committee met here 
yesterday and selected Daniel J. Me- 
Conville of Steubenville, formerly sixth 
auditor of the treasury, as chairman of 
tho state executive committee with 
power to name tho members of the com- 
mittee and the secretary. A committee 
was appointed consisting of Chairman 
E. W. Durbin of tho state central com- 
mittee, Chairman McConville of the 
executive committee and Colonel Ike 
Hill of Newark, A. J. Wolf of Youui;s- 
town and W. G. Thompson of Lebanon, 
to attend the Populist state convention 
at Springfield, Aug. 26 and if possible 
arrange for a fusion. 

There are two vacancies on the Demo- 
cratic state ticket, that of state dairy 
and food commissioner, caused by the 
death of Patrick McKeon of Cincinnati, 
and that of judge of supremo court, 
caused by the resignation of Judge J. E. 
Elandin of Cleveland. The Democratic 
state central committee proposes an in- 
ducement to tho Populists to fuse to 
allow them to fill these two places on 
the ticket. The state central committee 
adjourned to Sept. 1 to await the action 
of the Populist convention. As 68,000 
Populist votes were cast in Ohio for 
governor in 1894, the proposed fusion on 
tho state ticket is regarded as an im- 
portant move. 

HIr Flour Failure. 

Hum/ros, O., Aug. 12.— Carr <& 
Brown, the largest flour mill proprietors 
in this Motion, assigned yesterday to 
William E. Brown, president of the 
Second National bank. Its stockholders 
are: W. Barton Carr, Robert E. Brown 
and D. Paul Brown Its valuable real 
estate and mills are worth $150,000 and 
bonded for $50,000, which bonds are 
pledged for $10,000. The other indebt- 
edness is mostly due to foreign parties, 
except $5,000 due the Second National 
bank of this city, which is amply se- 
cured. The mills had u capacity of 600 
barrels per day. Heavy losses through 
large consignments of Hour to eastern 
parties caused the assignment. 

A Neat Cheek. 

Columbus, O., Aug. 12.— The Penn- 
sylvania Railroad company has for- 
warded its check to the state canal 
commission in settlement for the pur- 
chase of Eggleston avenue property in 
Cincinnati and tho Hamilton basin 
property at Hamilton and rentals up to 
date, the check being for t87,799.90. 
The settlement was made on a basis of 
appraisement made by the legislative 
committee as follows: Eggleston av- 
enue propertv, $57,000; Hamilton basin, 
$30,000, aud* rentals, $7,000.00. The 
whole amount was turned into the state 
treasury to the credit of the canal com- 
mission funds. 

A Tot's Heath. 

Bf.llaike. O., Aug. 12.— At Sheck- 
town, west of here, on the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad, a sad and fatal acci- 
dent occurred which resulted in the 
death of Lawrence Gray, 4 years old, in 
three minutes. Ho and his eldest 
brother were engaged in carrying coal 
from the James Turubull <fe Company 
coal mines and, going from the house to 
the mines, they filled the bucket which 
they had full of dire and were dragging 
it on tho path. Lawrence came up be- 
hind on a fast run and fell on the edj;e 
of tho bucket, striking himself under 
the short ribs, which resulted as above 
stated. 

Total Loss From Fire. 

Zanesville, O., Aug. 12.— The flour- 
ing mill of John Miller, at Duncan's 
Falls, 10 miles south of the city, on the 
Muskingum river, caught fire at i 
o'clock yesterday afternoon and th» 
flames spread rapidly despite all efforts 
to extinguish them. At one time six 
houses in the village were on fire, but 
they were saved. The county bridge 
also caught, but the flames were put 
out. The mill tumbled into the river at 
7 o'clock last evening. The loss was 
$30,000 without insuranc e. 

Two LlghtuiuK Fatalities. 

Saxdlsky, O.. Aug. 12.— John Thomp- 
son and Jay Leonard were killed by 
lightning during the violent storm of 
Monday evening. With others, they 
were walking on tho new government 
pier at Cedar Point. Several others 
were shocked. The two men killed hud 
steel augers in their hands. Leonard 
was knocked into the lake, and his body 
has not yet been recovered. William 
Axtell of North Bass was prostrated by 
the heat and died almost immediately. 

Middletown, O., Aug. 12.— Charles 
P. « nickel died here yesterday morn- 
ing. He was one of the most prominent 
men in southern Ohio, and for the last 
20 years was probably at the head of 
more industrial enterprises than any 
man in the state. 

Judge Swing Head. 

Batavia, O., Aug. 13.— Judge George 
L. Swing died Tuesday morning. He 
was aged 70 years and was the oldest 
member of the Clermont county bar at 
the time of his death. He was the 
father of Judge Peter F. Swing of the 
circuit court 



ATTEMPTED TRAIN WRECKING. 

A Sheriff's Tosse Exchange Shots With the 
Wi.nl. I It. Wreckers. 

Nobi.ksville, Ind., Aug. 12.— Three 
attempts were made to wreck passenger 
trains on tho Lake Eri" and Western 
railroad. 10 miles south of here, at a 
late hour Monday Bight, by placing ties 
across the track. Sheriff Thacker and 
a posse of citizens, who were called to 
the scene shortly before 12 o'clock, did 
not return until yesterday. 

They did uot succeed in capturing tho 
would-be wreckers, but they were dis- 
covered in a large cornfield, and a lively 
skirmish ensued. A dozen shots and 
more were tired, but so far as known 
none of the would- bo wreckers were in- 
jured. 

The night was very dark, and the 
only mark the officers had to aim at was 
the flash of the weapons in the hands of 
the desperadoes. The exchange of a 
few shots was followed by a running 
fight, in which only a few of the posse 
took part, but so far as has been MOi r- 
tained nono of the shots took offect on 
either side. 

It was learned, in addition to ties be- 
lug piled across the track, that the 
spikes had been removed for a distance 
of 200 yards, showing conclusively that 
it was a carefully laid scheme to dam- 
age the property of the company ami 
endanger the lives of the passengers. 
Detectives employed by the company 
are already at work on the case. 

PROPHECY FULFILLED. 



Heath by Violence and His Hones Shall Ho 
Scattered. 

Hagkrstown, Ind., Aug. 12.— The 
grave of Thomas Watt, in the country 
at Bryant's chapel, near Centerville. has 
been burrowed into by groundhogs, and 
his jaw bone has been dragged to the 
surface of the earth. 

Taken by itself, this fact Is insignifi- 
cant, but when considered in the light 
of other events, assumes an uncanny 
nature. Thomas Watt was the neigh- 
borhood drunkard. He was more de- 
bauched than the ordinary drunkard, 
and gave less uttentiou to his family's 
needs. Like most drunkards, he had 
several children, who went about almost 
naked and wild as colts. His worthless- 
ness aroused the anger of an old woman, 
who lived near by, and also claimed to 
possess powers of divination. She 
prophesied that he would die violently, 
and for his riiis his bones would bo 
scattered after death. In January, 1S05, 
Thomas Watt was drowned while 
drunk. The old woman's prophecy was 
commonly known and laughed at DTthe 
neighbors, but now, since it has been 
literally fulfilled, her business as a for- 
tune teller has increased wonderfully. 

FIREM EN STR ICKEN. 

Several Motrin on the Water Front at 
Norfolk Destroyed. 

Norfolk, Aug. 12.— A terrible con- 
flagration broke out here last night at 
8:30 o'clock, destroying the Atlantic 
sawmills, the Old Dominion Guano fac- 
tory and the Merritt wrecking ware- 
house and the docks. The fires covered 
several blocks on the water front in At- 
lantic City ward and was fiercely 
fought by the firemen. The heat was 
terrible aud no less than 25 firemen 
were stricken down at their post of 
duty and removed to the hospitals and 
their homes. The total loss will reach 
nearly $100,000. Cause unknown. 

DEA DLY FU MES' 

Four Workingiiien Suffocated l>y Sulphuric 
Acid Gas. 

Philadelphia, Aug. 12.— Four work- 
men were suffix'ated last evening by 
sulphuric acid gas at the chemical 
works of Moro Phillips in the outskirts 
of Camden.

Mullen was first overcome and one 
after the other, Devlin, Adler and Gar- 
rison, who went to the assistance of 
those stricken, succumbed to the effects 
of the gas. 

Major Worthlngtou Head. 

LorisviLLE, Aug. 12.— Major James 
C. Worthingtou of the United States 
army died late Monday night at the 
homo of his mother-in-law. Mrs. Har- 
riet Osborne, 88 West St. Catherine 
street. He had been down with acute 
rheumatism since last December. Pre- 
vious to that timo he was surgeon in 
charge of Fort Thomas. He was con- 
nected with tho army service for 20 
vears. His old home was at Baltimore. 
He stood high in military circles. Major 
Worthingtou was 43 years of ago. The 
funeral will take place tomorrow after- 
noon at 5 o'clock at the residence of 
Mrs. Osborne. Tho interment will bo 
in Cure Hill. 

Wanted For Wife Whipping. 

Grke.nsbuko, Ind., Aug. 12. — Henry 
McNanamau of Indianapolis is wanted 
by tho officers, charged with assaulting 
his wife. They have not lived together 
for several years, and the woman works 
here in a laundry and makes her home 
with McNanaman's sister. Yesterday 
McNanauian entered his sister's home 
and assaulted his wife with a chair and 
kicked her out of the house because she 
would not consent to live with him 
again. His sister interfered, else tho in- 
jury migh t have been serious . 

Williamsburg, Ky., Aug. 12.— The 
jail here was badly damaged by fire yes 
terday. A trusty, Jack Litton, while 
burning some wasp nests under the 
eaves of the jail building set the wood 
work on fire. The tin roof had to be 
torn off before the fire could be ex- 
tinguished.

Severs! Perish in a New York 
Conflagration. 

MANY HAD NARROW ESCAPES. 



Charred and Naked Hodies SMB fin the 
Fire Escape M the Firemen Played the 
Hose Into the Huildlng -Cause of the 
Fire Not Known, .hut Is Attributed to an 
Explosion— (MM Victims Unknown. 

New York, Aug. 12.— At least three 
persons aud possibly others were burned 
to death in a fire that destroyed a i!-story 

brick building at 480 Greenwich ttreel 
yesterday afternoon. Several persons 
were injured by the smoke and heat and 
by jumping and two of them are ex- 
pected to die. 

The dead are: William Gray, foreman 
of Electrical repair shops, and two un- 
known men. all of whom were caught 
on a fire escape ami burned to death in 
view of the crowd. Tho injured who 
are expected to die are: Felix Hass aud 
an unknown man. 

The other persons hurt went to a 
hospital and then home. 

The ground floor of the building was 
occupied by A. K. Warren & Company 
who operated the New York electrical 
repair shops. 

The second floor was occupied by 
Julius Cohen as a distillery and the 
third floor was occupied by P. Taut A 
Brothers, manufacturing jeweler*, 

This building was completely burned 
out and so was the one adjoining, at 
4(17. The latter building was OOoapied 
on the ground floor by Alexander Klin- 
kowsteiu, a wine refiner, and the sec- 
ond Moor as well. The third floor wan 
vacant, the fourth was occupied by 
John Laney as the New York Pan com- 
pany, and Kellsal & Company, cane 
manufacturers, occupied tho fifth floor. 
The top floor was vacant. How the 
fire started is not known, but its origin 
is attributed to an explosion. It be- 
gan in tho rear on the ground 
floor of 460 Greenwich aud before tin; 
alarm could be given the flames shot up 
the air shafts and the smoke was pour- 
ins out of the roof. 

Most of the 50 persons in the building 
were at work in the machine shops of 
A. K. Warren & Company on the fifth 
floor of tho building Those who were 
the first to reach the fire escapes suc- 
ceeded in making their way down to 
the first floor landing and from there 
jumped to tho sidewalk. Those who 
followed found that they were cut off 
by flames aud dense smoke which 
poured out of the windows below and 
escaped over the roof. 

One of the last men to make for the 
fire escape on the fifth floor was the 
foreman, William Gray. He was seen 
on the landing for a moment. He was 
followed by another man who was not 
recognized. Men on tin; roof shouted 
for him to take hold of a wire which 
they had let down, but the;,- either did 
not hear them, or were too t ighteued 
to do anything. Flames suduenlv shot 
up and drove the men on the roof back 
and they then lost siuht of the men be- 
low. When it shifted the charted and 
naked bodies of the two men were seen 
on the lire escape as the Bremen played 
the hose into the building. 

Another unknown appeared on the 
same tire escape above Cray's body. 
For an instant he gazed distractedly on 
the crowd below. A sheet of flames 
■wept from the windows again and 
When they ftdl back the dead body of 
the man was lying on the grating. The 
flames ate their way through the build- 
ing at 4(15 quickly and then burned 
through the wall into the adjoining 
building at 4(>7. The flames were also 
blown into the windows at 467 and in a 
few moments that building was burning 
from top to bottom.

He mav be said to have found the seriousness 
of life at the age of five yearn. It Is certain that 
!,. - buy hoo 1 lonk on a 'b grce of solier, thought- 
fill gravity at an age when lads are supposed tc 
be free of thought or care. This (act might havi 
made him HOtOH nnd cynical in his maturer 
life but for the deep and Inexhaiistable vein of 
patience, placid disposition) clean heartedness, 
ombined with a strong ami sterling Individual 
. ity. which perpetuated and freshened the springs 
of an Invariable and limitless good humor and 
generosity to the last of his days. The serious 
MM of his nature as well as hU life's work, was 
therefore tinctured and seasoned by as sweet a 
disposition as seldom falls to the lot of an indl 
\ idua. and pointed him out a*an universal favor 
ite wherever he walked. His heart and mind 
worked in concord, both In his private and pro- 
fessloiial life. You observed the strength and 
(OfOtfUlnCM <>f tin one wiille feeling anil tasting 
the tenderness and sweetness of the other. 

His best clays were taken up among the most 
stirring and serious events of our country's his- 
tory. With a wife nnd a young family depend- 
ent upon tils practice as a physician. with a home 
UK peculiarly sweet and a'tractlve, his cotiolen- 
tlous sense of his patriotic duty Impelled him 
like many others to leave all this behind and 
oiler his professional skill in behalf of the army 
of his country, and perhaps a great part of the 
univ rsal tiil'ectiuu in which Dr. Cartmell was 
held by this community, hail its lnclpiency In 
the camp and hospital, where the brave as well 
as sympathetic surgeon bent his skill in the 
alleviation of the sulfcrlng of his fellow soldiers. 
Ills career as an army. surgeon needs no eulogy.

He served with his regiment until that regi-

legal tender character. This hill pro 
vided for the restoration of the law of 
1887, providing for the free coinage of 
silver, which had heen repealed hy the 
act of 1878. It provided for the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver at the ratio 
of Pi to 1 without any conditions what- 
ever, on the same terms as gold bullion 
is coined ; and it repealed all conflicting 
laws. On the passage of that bill the 
vote stood 168 yeas, 34 nays, and not 
voting !•:>. Among those who voted in 
the affirmative, we find the names of the 
Hon. John G. Carlisle, the present EM* 
rotary of the Treasury; Hon. Jacob D. 
Cox, of Ohio; the Hon. Charles Foster, 
afterward Secretary of the Treasury; 
Hon. H. A. Herbert, present .Secretary of 
the Navy ; Hon. J. \V. Keifer, afterward 
Republican Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, and the Honorable Wil- 
liam McKinley, who was marked and 
branded with the gold standard trade 
mark at the St. Louis convention as the 
Republican "sound money" candidate for 
the Presidency, and many other promi- 
nent gentlemen. 

This bill was amended to suit the 
wishes of the Wall street gold fraternity. 
The free coinage provision was stricken 
out, and the substitute known as the Al- 
lison amendment, was inserted, under 
w hich the Secretary of the Treasury was 
instructed to buy silver bullion enough 
to coin not less than two millions and 
not more than four million standard sil- 
ver dollars a month. 

Of course, all the silver bullion owners 
were thus thrown into competition for 
the sale of their bullion and the lowest 
price at which it was ollered was the 
price paid. The bill degenerated from a 
measure of public ROOd, under w hich sil- 
ver would have been restored to its 
former place as a money metal, like golc 
and silver was thrown underfoot to be 
trampled out in the struggle for the sale 
of a limited quantity per month. The 
bill in its unadulterated form, providing 
for free coinage, now demanded by the 
Chicago platform, received the willing 
votes of John G. Carlisle, Charles Foster 
and William McKinley. This was five 
years after the demonetization of silver, 
and when it had been as thoroughly de- 
hated as any measure that had ever been 
acted upon in Congress. It was passed 
more than tight months after Mr. Jones, 
of Nevada, had submitted his learned 
and exhaustive report of the Silver Com- 
mission, created by a joint act of Con- 
gress August 15, 1870. If those who 
voted for the bill had adhered to it, and 
Voted down the Allison amendment, we 
should have had free coinage more than 
eighteen years ago. 

It is in order for Mr. McKinley and his 
supporters to explain in w hat he differs 
from the other " anarchists " who voted 
with him in lavor of free coinage of sil- 
ver at the time, and also how it was right 
in 1878 to pay Government bonds in 
standard silver dollars and repudiation 
and dishonor in 1886,

On that after- 
noon the city hall will be closed and 
city employes will be given an oppor- 
tunity to attend the races, which begin 
that afternoon at the track. 

Last night there was a highly enjoy- 
able "smoker" at headquarters. This 
afternoon's program includes a century 
run over the original century course to 
Frankfort und return, runs to New Al- 
bany, Jeffersouvillo and the Falls of 
the < )hio in the morning, a grand pa- 
rade at 2 p. m. and a watermelon feast 
at Iroquois park in the evening.
